When the Titanic sank, the Hindenburg exploded, and TMI sprung a leak — people wanted to 
know immediately who fell asleep at the switch. Who was responsible; who can we blame. 

In the recent snafued Iranian expedition, the President took complete responsibility and his Secre¬ 
tary of State resigned. When we can’t find a patsy, we invent one — it makes everyone feel better. 

The CBS recent Judas kiss left our local glitterati jittery and jabbering. Who could they pin it on 
and who could be found to play St. Sebastian. 

One name that kept cropping up was that of publicist Ken Maley. B.A.R. decided to find out for it¬ 
self and paid Maley a four-hour visit in his Telegraph Hill home. Feeling he had nothing to hide, 
Maley was more than willing to discuss his role in the CBS documentary and his work as the city’s 
principal Gay public relations expert and press agent. 

Ken Maley is an affable, articulate, and attractive man in his mid thirties. He lives with his lover on 
Alta Street — on the bay-facing slopes of Telegraph Hill — overlooking the Marchant terraced gar¬ 
dens. The pair occupy the major portion of Duck House, so named because of the murals of flying 
mallards — the work of a 1930’s owner and painter — which decorate the exterior walls. From the 
sidewalk the visitor steps down into a moss covered San Francisco garden — trees in tubs, fuschias, 
geraniums, limpid vines. Across a brick path and one emerges into a large room with a larger view.

500 Demonstrate 

CBS EYES 
L.A. PROTEST

The controversy over CBS’s 
recent “Gay Power, Gay Poli¬ 
tics” documentary surfaced 
again at a meeting of (CBS) 
network affiliates held at Los 
Angeles’ Century Plaza Hotel 
Monday, May 5. Answering a 
call put out by the Los Angeles 
Committee of National Opera¬ 
tion Tune-out CBS (NOT 
CBS), five hundred persons at¬ 
tended a non-violent demon¬ 
stration at the hotel to press 
their demands before the net¬ 
work. 

NOT CBS is asking the 
broadcast executives to place 
the offending program in their 
archives permanently, fore¬ 
going any future rebroadcast. 
The group also requests an 
apology from CBS, and equal 
time in a similar time slot for “a 
real program on Gay politics, 
as opposed to the scurrilous re¬ 
porting we have already seen.” 

Los Angeles Gay activist 
Morris Kight reports that net¬ 
work executives have offered 
to meet with representatives of 
the Gay community to discuss 
their grievances. A date for the 
meeting has not been agreed 
upon, however. 

In addition to demonstrating 
in front of the Century Plaza, 
NOT CBS rented the Hospi¬ 
tality Suite inside the hotel, 
staffed it with men and women 
from the Gay communV 2 ity 


and showed the documentary 
for the benefit of CBS workers 
who may have missed the ini¬ 
tial airing. 

While the demonstration in 
front of the hotel was peaceful 
and without incident, Century 
Plaza management was upset 
to discover they had rented a 
suite which Gays would use for 
“in-house mobilizing.” Sources 
say security personnel 
bothered Hospitality Suite staff¬ 
ers, and at one point forced the 
large numbers who had turned 
out for the protest to clear the 
halls and remain in the rented 
room. 

NOT CBS planned a second 
demonstration at the Century 
Plaza for Wednesday evening, 
May 7. 

NOT CBS organizers hope 
for a national coalition of con¬ 
cerned persons who will meet 
with local affiliates to discuss 
their views on media coverage 
of Gays. They also have their 
eye on a particular 24-hour 
period in September when 
sympathizers would “Tune 
Out” CBS to affect the net¬ 
work’s rating and encourage 
CBS executives to seek “more 
creative” communication with 
Gays. 

NOT CBS already boasts 
several local committees in the 
Midwest and West. 


Gay Slate Dominates 
Kennedy Caucus 


S.F. Gays Will Go to Democratic Convention 
in New York on Kennedy Ticket 


In a display of political mus¬ 
cle unprecedented in National 
Democratic Convention poli¬ 
tics, Gays and Gay-backed 
candidates swept to victory at 
the Kennedy delegate selection 
caucuses Sunday, May 4, in 
San Francisco’s 5th and 6th 
Congressional Districts. 

A top political observer told 
the B.A.R ., “This town hasn’t 
seen an operation like this since 
McGovern ran in 1972. The 
Gays out-organized every¬ 
body.” 

Bill Kraus, Harvey Milk Gay 
Democratic Club President and 
one of the organizers, agreed. 
“We wanted to get Lesbians 
and Gays to the Democratic 
Convention to make Gay rights 
a national issue there. So we 
set up a calling operation, car 
pools — everything but a com¬ 
puter. And it worked.” Kraus 
added that San Francisco is 
one of the few cities where 
Gays would have a chance of 
being sent to the convention 
and that the organizers were 
careful to support Lesbian and 
Gay candidates who would 
speak up for the rights of other 
minorities, women, .and the 
poor.

Maley’s taste is spare and 
rich. The big room is painted 
various shades of gray. The 
pieces of furniture are fine and 
few — a rich brown velvet sofa, 
worn persian rugs, exquisitely 
rare Chines blue and white por¬ 
celain. Still everything gives 
way to the eye-arresting view 
of the Bay towards Mare 
Island. 

Ken Maley arrived in Califor¬ 
nia for the first time the end of 
1964; he was 18, fresh from 
Kansas. “I was the first of my 
family to abandon the small 
town life in generations,” he 
observed. “My first ten years 
away — I spent getting accus¬ 


tomed to what the world was 
like ... 1 had to re-learn every¬ 
thing.” Maley spent time in 
Sacramento, in New York. Off 
and on he attended San Fran¬ 
cisco. State, serving as Student 
Body President in 1971-72, 
graduating in 1973. 

“I am a self-constructed 
man,” says Maley. “The first 
time I hit San Francisco we 
stayed in a Tenderloin hotel — 
that was the entry level — we 
registered as brothers. We 
stood around bars, the Paper 
Doll, the Rendezvous. . .”

ces. “It’s been wonderful to 
watch it all change.” And 
Maley has made it his business 
to be part of that change. 

Today Maley is a successful 
and widely known publicist in 
the Bay Area. His specialty is 
the Gay community. “I am a 
facilitator,” he says, “between 
those producing and those 
consuming.” Maley specializes 
in bringing the media and 
newsmakers together. For over 
three years now Maley has 
been a contact person for nu¬ 


terraced garden out of the once 
garbage-strewn hillside on 
Telegraph Hill. Last week 
Maley along with 20 neighbors 
celebrated the devoted garden¬ 
er and without city permits re¬ 
named the Filbert Steps the 
“Grace Marchant Gardens.” 

THE CBS CONNECTION 

It was time to move from the 
general to specifics. “What role 
did you play in the CBS docu¬ 
mentary?” 

Maley didn’t hedge a sec¬

merous magazines, news¬ 
papers, and TV producers who 
want to do stories on San Fran¬ 
cisco — especially the Gay 
milieu. “I charge a fee,” says 
Maley, “and they pay for my 
consultation and services.” 
Maley works with a host of 
authors, photographers — he 
is the West Coast rep for na¬ 
tional Gay magazines like 
Christopher Street. 

On the other hand Maley 
represents a string of clients — 
luminaries and would-be lumi¬ 
naries — who pay to have their 
book, their project, their 
careers — and yes, their EGO’s 
promoted. Some people spend 
their lives arranging to be the 
permanent “talk of the town” 
and they pay Maley to grease 
the skids. 

Hence Maley is “constantly 
out in the community . . . con¬ 
stantly fed gossip, tidbits, 
stories” and just as constantly 
seeking receptacles to lodge 
that information. Maley’s Gay 
stable ranges from a world 
known Quentin Crisp to a 
string of local ambitious Gays. 
The names would surprise us 
(or then they wouldn’t) but like 
any professional Maley’s client 
list is confidential. 


ond, “George Crile called me 
from New York June 19th. f 
was hired for ‘CBS Magazine’ 
(a once a month Thursday 
morning show).” Crile wanted 
to do 10-15 minutes on the 
Gay parade. Maley went to his 
desk and retrieved his appoint 
ment book. Showing me the 
entry on June 19, he added, “I 
was recommended by mutual 
friends.” 

The CBS crew arrived, did 
their bit and returned to New 
York. Crile was so impressed 
with San Francisco’s Gay com 
munity that he talked producer 
Grace Diekhaus to do a full 
scaled show on Gay San Fran 
cisco. “I was dropped as a paid 
consultant,” noted Maley, “in 
early July. They didn’t need 
me anymore — they knew how 
to get around on their own . 
the word was out.” 

Maley remained friends with 
Crile and Diekhaus making 
connections when and where 
requested. It was Maley who 
arranged the aborted interview 
in Mayor Feinstein’s office. He 
didn’t learn of what transpired 
until much later when he dis¬ 
covered himself being snubbed 
by the Mayor’s staff. Maley 
himself, his lover and friend

Armistead Maupin were the 
subject of a two-hour taping 
session. The intimate family life 
of four men was unfurled for 
national television. “We had 
every reason to believe that a 
competent piece would be 
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made by CBS . . . knowing all 
the while we had no control 
over the principals or the final 
product.” 

An April 10th letter from 
George Crile indicated that a 
“different” documentary had 
resulted from the one discussed 
in San Francisco. He warned 
Maley the final product would 
be “controversial.” The Maley/ 
Maupin family segment was 
out. 

The things Maley didn’t 
account for (nor could he have) 
were the internal machinations 
of CBS — and who does what 
to whom and how. In short, 
office politics. Before George 
Crile came to San Francisco, 
he was an unknown small time 
producer. This was George’s 
first role as a “talent,” his first as 
the reporter commentator. 
Grace Diekhaus was his vehi¬ 
cle. By the time the show aired, 
George Crile was co-director 
and co-producer. It was quite a 
coup, quite an accomplish¬ 
ment, quite a climb. This docu¬ 


WHATS IN STORE 
FOR MALEY 

The CBS debacle is not the 
first time Maley has been drawn 
publicly into a controversy. 
Usually he maintains a low pro¬ 
file. “I have to keep it all in per¬ 
spective. I’m accustomed to 
controversy. I’ll stand up and 
defend my role in the produc¬ 
tion. However, I won’t defend 
the product.” 

Maley’s projects are myriad. 
Currently he is escorting a Ger¬ 
man TV crew around the city 
— just as he assisted CBS. He 
sees himself fulfilling a need 
that the people “who want to 
come here to record the Gay 
life — to document — rather 
than the tokens I bring them 
into the mainstream.” Boule¬ 
vards, San Francisco’s new, 
up-and-coming new wave 
publication, has commissioned 
him for a feature, “Most Eligi¬ 
ble Gay Bachelors” in town. It 
will appear in the June issue to 
coincide with Gay Pride Week.

mentary was George Crile’s big 
chance. 70,000 feet of film was 
shot (40 hours of footage). The 
show cost almost a million dol¬ 
lars to make. 

In retrospect, Maley ponders 
“I felt that there were going to 
be problems with this crowd, 
but... I sensed George was in¬ 
ternally outraged by what he 
witnessed — the freedom in 
the Gay lifestyles.” He paused 
and took a long view over the 
Bay. “George failed because of 
his own inability to deal with 
sex. He intentionally betrayed 
Gay people to get his story . . . 
I also think George didn’t 
understand what that betrayal 
is all about ...” Chances are 
Grace Diekhaus does. . . 

A GAY COUNTERATTACK 

Since the showing, Maley 
has been working closely with 
the NGTF. He forwarded to 
the New York office with an 
eight-page documentation of 
his participation and findings. 
NGTF is preparing to lodge for¬ 
mal complaints with CBS 
corporate headquarters. They 
also will file complaints with the 
National News Council. The 
Council is a monitoring body 
whose findings are published in 
the Columbia Review of Jour¬ 
nalism. The two are a recog¬ 
nized critical body within the 
media. “We will make item by 
item charges of inaccuracy. 
Hopefully this may be the situ¬ 
ation that forces the network to 
capitulate to legitimate Gay de¬ 
mands.” Maley’s abiding hope 
is that “we finally get a decent 
program on what Gay life is 
truly about.” 


At the same time, Maley is 
arranging for another benefit 
for Gay Rights Advocates. He 
will have actor Bud Cort (of 
“Harold and Maude”) at the 
June 4 fundraiser. With Syl¬ 
vester he is planning a benefit 
for the Harvey Milk Fund, May 


Maley is happy with his role 
and his success as a visible Gay 
person in the media. As he 
puts it, “I build bases — plinths 
— on which people can be ex¬ 
posed and from which they can 
take off.” 

Maley provides a service to 
the media — local, national, 
and international. “I’ve gotten 
more stories into networks than 
on local stations,” he notes crit¬ 
ically. “Nationally they won’t 
do enough Gay stuff and when 
they do Gay stuff it’s thrown 
grandly out of proportion.” So 
too, he maintains that local TV 
has been negligent in covering 
Gay life in depth . . . “media 
people are calling me all the 
time, but it’s much harder to 
get them to cooperate.” He is 
also critical of closeted Gay 
persons. “Closeted Gay people 
have done more to hurt Gay 
people than many others.” 

“I have an unusual career,” 
concludes Ken Maley. “I — as 
a Gay person — am finding 
ways to become a part of the 
media. I — as a Gay person — 
bring a Gay sensibility, a Gay 
presence to other parts of city 
life.” 

Maley sees himself as a re¬ 
sponsible, contributing member 
of his community — all of them 
in which he orbits. He is far 
from an idle man.

Iowa to Send 
Gay Demo Delegate 


Democrats in Iowa’s 4th 
Congressional District (Des 
Moines) have elected Harold 
Wells as an uncommitted dele¬ 
gate to the Democratic Nation¬ 
al Convention. Wells is a mem¬ 
ber of the National Gay Task 
Force and of Affirmation, an 
organization which seeks the 
acceptance of Gay people 
within the Methodist Church. 

In December, 1979, Wells 
participated in the first meet¬ 
ings held by the National Con¬ 
vention Project to organize its 


“Gay Vote 1980” drive in 
Iowa. The year-long drive aims 
to win a Gay rights plank in the 
national platforms of the 
Democratic and Republican 
parties. 

Wells made Gay rights a 
major issue in his delegate 
campaign at the precinct, 
county, and Congressional 
District level. He campaigned 
wearing the pink triangle used 
by Nazis to mark homosexuals 
for persecution.

In the 6th CD caucus at 
Everett Jr. High on Church St., 
Anne Kronenberg (2nd place), 
Michael Thistle (3), Hugh Guil- 
beau (5), Jo Kuney (6), and 
Frank Fitch (7) were the Lesbi¬ 
an and Gay winners. 

Not all those who won Sun¬ 
day will get to go as delegates 
to New York. The caucuses 
(which were open to all regis¬ 
tered Democrats who support 
Kennedy) selected delegates to 
run on Kennedy’s ticket. How 
many of them actually become 
delegates depends on how 
much of the vote Kennedy gets 
in their Congressional Districts 
in the June 3 primary. 

Other potential delegates ran 
at the Carter caucuses on Sun¬ 
day. Few Gays ran for these 
spots because of the intense 
hostility of the Gay community 
toward Carter because of his 
anti-Gay policies. As one Gay 
political leader put it, “Every¬ 
one involved in Gay politics 
hates Jimmy Carter. Nobody in 
their right mind would want to 
stand up and run as a Carter 
delegate. And even if they did, 
nobody would go to the caucus 
to elect them.” 


San Francisco’s Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Convention delegates (at 
least four are almost certain to 
go) will join four Gay delegates 
from Miami and several from 
New York, Los Angeles, and 
other cities. 

Commenting on the 3-hour 
afternoon session at Everett 
H.S., B.A.R. editor Paul Lorch 
noted, “The Gay voters were 
organized and then they 
weren’t... it was all very loose 
but people seemed to know 
what was what.” The other 
major contingent at Everett was 
organized labor. Big names in 
the local movement had en¬ 
tered their names (i.e. James 
Ballard of the SF California 
Federation of Teachers) and 
Pat Jackson did not qualify. 

Also present was a large 
Latino contingent under the 
direction of A1 Borvice, well- 
known activist in the Mission. 

Other Gays entered their 
names for consideration includ¬ 
ing Jo Daly, who withdrew in 
favor of Anne Kronenberg, and 
Priscilla Alexander, but they 
did not place in the top seven.

Congressman Phillip Burton 
issued the following statement 
on the TV show, “Gay Power, 
Gay Politics”: 

“The program ‘Gay Power, 
Gay Politics’ which was shown 
by CBS-TV last Saturday was 
both shallow and distorted. 
Rather than constructively re¬ 
viewing the contributions of 
Gay persons to the political 
process of this city, the show 
focused on a distorted and sen¬ 
sationalized presentation of the 
Gay lifestyle. 

“ ‘Gay Power, Gay Politics’ 
demeande Gay persons and it 
demeaned the City of San 
Francisco. 

“I share the sense of outrage 
expressed by our Mayor and 
our Board of Supervisors.” 
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Operation Concern’s 
Services Threatened 

Greater Needs, Less Funds Throw 
City’s Prime Gay Charity into Dilemma

T he Closet Ball on May 3 raised a welcome $2,000 for Operation Concern, at a time when 
money and support have fallen way behind the intentions of its founders. In its seven-year exist¬ 
ence, OC has forged another valuable tradition for the Gay community of San Francisco — a tradi¬ 
tion of mental health services by and for the Gay community. Under the skillful administration of 
outgoing executive director Paul Dague, OC has become one of the best organized, profesionally 
staffed, and solidly programmed services of its kind. And it has done so during a period of extreme 
economic uncertainty, when practically all therapeutic services for Gays throughout the city have 
either been severely cut back, or discontinued altogether. OC has managed to forge a major support 
system for thousands in the Gay community but has had to rely on more and more City and County 
funding contracts than is comfortable in the era of Proposition 13 and its possible successor, Proposi¬ 
tion 9.

The sudden drying-up of 
substantial state monies that 
this latest initiative might create 
for city-funded agencies like 
OC is only one of its Board of 
Directors’ current worries. OC 
will soon end this fiscal year 
minus nearly $25,000 stolen 
by former treasurer Harry Em¬ 
mons last year. His untimely 
crime, plus difficulties currently 
resulting from restrictions on 
the use of its city funds, poses 
the threat of severe fiscal crisis 
as OC enters its new funding 
year with a deficit estimated be¬ 
tween $10,000-$25,000. OC 
enters at the same time an era 
of increased demands for serv¬ 
ices, an anticipated relocation 
to a more central site within the 
Gay community, and 
ambiguous financial prospects 
for its outstanding bills. 

S ays OC Board chairperson 
Jimmie Buckland, “We (on 
the Board) hoped to make up 
the deficit created by Harry’s 
embezzlement through a series 
of fundraising events like last 
February’s successful Valen¬ 
tine’s Day Dinner. But we 
haven’t had the time to meet 
some outstanding obligations in 
the period since we discovered 
the full extent of the loss. We 
realize now we can’t hope to do 
it without all of our community 
supporting us with contribu¬ 
tions and volunteer help.” 

★ ★ ★ 

How OC arrived at its 
unique calling for the city’s Gay 
population bears a brief re¬ 
counting. The history of Gay 
mental health services in San 
Francisco doesn’t go back far. 
In May 1973, a few individuals 
concerned about the delivery 
of mental health services in the 
Gay community met at the 
Tavern Guild offices and dis¬ 
cussed organizing a clinic spe¬ 
cially designed to meet the 
counseling needs of Gays. 

The outcome of that initial 
grass roots effort was Opera¬ 
tion Concern — a professional 
mental health clinic that pro¬ 
vided an alternative to existing 
counseling or therapy which 
are unfamiliar and/or unsym¬ 
pathetic to Gay lifestyles and 
needs. A few years later, be¬ 
cause of the direct appeal of 
Gays organized within the 
community, a solid corporate 
fundraiser like United Way 
funded a UC Berkeley study 
which was the basis of the first 
United Way allocations to any 
Gay organization in the country 
(Berkeley’s Pacific Center for 
Human Growth in 1978, 
Operation Concern a year 
later). 

That study confirmed what 
the Gay community had un¬ 
derstood when it first formulat¬ 
ed OC back in 1973. It showed 
that the overwhelming majority 
of the sample wanted Lesbian/ 
Gay male mental health pro¬ 
fessionals because they were: 
(1) less homophobic, (2) more 
empathetic and aware of Gay 


needs, (3) understood the Gay 
subculture’s impact on person¬ 
ality and growth, (4) more 
trustworthy, (5) more experi¬ 
enced themselves in the many 
facets and guises of oppression 
and self-oppression, (6) better 
able to grasp the unique issues 
affecting their Gay and Lesbian 
clients without labeling them 
“sick” or assuming a priori 
judgements about their moral 
qualifications as a basis of treat¬ 
ment and help. 

A ccording to Carole Mig- 
den, current director of the 
Pacific Center for Human 
Growth and executive director- 
elect of Operation Concern, 
“What is ominous about our 
current financial situation is not 
the prospect of closing OC’s 
doors to Gays and Lesbians. 
Paul Dague and the OC staff 
have worked far too hard and 
successfully organizing strong, 
continual funding sources for 
that. What it does mean, how¬ 
ever, is a current inability to 
counsel .as many clients as we 
have been, or offer as strong 
and varied a program to as 
many Gay people who call on 
us as we would like. 

“Private clients who pay their 
own fees can still see us once a 
week,” Carole continues. “But 
the low-income or MediCal cli¬ 
ents we’ve consistently sup¬ 
ported — both men and wo¬ 
men, Caucasians and minori¬ 


ties — may have to be seen less 
often or referred elsewhere for 
the immediate future. And Les¬ 
bian and Gay clients aren’t like¬ 
ly to find as safe and supportive 
an environment as they have 
come to depend on at OC. As 
long as the majority of our bud¬ 
get is tied in to specific city con¬ 
tracts — not grants — stipulat¬ 
ing who gets what services and 
how much of our services, our 
whole program becomes less 
controlled by Gay people. It 
gets to be more like other city- 
funded agencies traditionally 
unable to sort their way free of 
the paperwork and ‘overloads’ 
on staff time that effectively 
divert attention from the clients 
who rely on their services.” 

Carole is in the process of 
formulating some innovative 
fundraising events and volun¬ 
teer programs. “As OC strug¬ 
gles with its current dilemma, 
its basic resources will help it 
weather its deficit, but not with¬ 
out your contributions,” Carole 
says. “Now is the time to show 
you support your own mental 
health clinic, before the issue of 
more severe public control real¬ 
ly determines the extent and 
quality of the services we pro¬ 
vide our own community.”

Tories Catch 
A Chicken

Montreal police may have 
uncovered the consummate 
franchised chicken operation. 
Authorities there report appre¬ 
hending a seventeen year old 
5 *puth who was “selling” 
yopnger men from public 
washrooms in the Complexe 
Desjardins, a downtown shop¬ 
ping and cruising area. 


Police arrested ten adults 
who allegedly paid $20-$40 
apiece for their chicken a la 
queen, $5 of which went to the 
seventeen year old cock of the 
walk. 

The youths involved were 
turned over to the director of 
juvenile protection, and two of 
the adult defendants were 
placed under glass by the local 
news media who printed their 
names and addresses reports 
Toronto’s The Bod]j Politic. 
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When informed of the Coun¬ 
cil’s award, Lorch said, “I am 
deeply honored and pleased — 
as far as I know, this is the first 
instance of honoring a Gay 
journalist/writer for Gay writ¬ 
ing by a mainstream organiza¬ 
tion.” 

The Council for Civic Unity 
of the San Francisco Bay Area 
was established in 1943 “to 
combat discrimination and to 
uphold the human and civil 
rights of all people regardless of 
race, creed, national origin or 
sex.” With Lorch’s recognition 
“sexual orientation” has been 
added to the list. The Council 
remains one of the oldest and 
most highly respected agencies 
in the field. Mrs. Milton Marks, 
one of the Council’s Board of 
Directors, referred to it as a 
“very worthwhile organiza¬ 
tion.” 

The Council led the fight for 
creation of a Fair Employment 
Practices Commission in San 
Francisco; from there it worked 
for a statewide FEPC. It was 
also in the forefront of the cam¬ 
paign to create the city’s Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission. 

More recently it led the suc¬ 
cessful campaign for a city ordi¬ 
nance forbidding landlords 
from discriminating against 
families with children. It is cur¬ 
rently bringing that issue to 
statewide consideration. 

According to Executive Di¬ 
rector Eugene B. Block, the 
Council’s major thrust today is 
in the field of housing “seeking 
more suitable dwellings for 
families, especially of minority 
groups and those in low in¬ 
come brackets.” 


Many of the city’s influential 
liberals have comprised the 
Council’s Board. In addition to 
Carolyn Marks the have includ¬ 
ed former Sheriff Richard Hon- 
gisto, Henry Der, Bob Mendel¬ 
sohn, Mrs. Jane Morrison. 

George L. Newkirk is the 
current president of the Coun¬ 
cil. Newkirk is well known for 
his work with the Black Lead¬ 
ership Forum. 

The awards will be presented 
at the Council’s annual ban¬ 
quet June 12 at Grace Cathe¬ 
dral. Leo T. McCarthy, Speak¬ 
er of the State Assembly, will 
be the guest speaker. McCar¬ 
thy is also being honored as the 
Council’s 1980 Citizen of the 
Year in recognition of out¬ 
standing services to the city and 
state. 

Lorch, who also writes under 
the pseudonym of Paul-Francis 
Hartmann, has had his work 
published in other Gay periodi¬ 
cals as the late Vector, The Ad¬ 
vocate, and Mandate. He 
occasionally tries his hand at 
theater and book reviews — 
interviews, and the column 
“The Men in My Life.” 

Lorch has al$o established a 
reputation as a radio and TV 
spokesman for the Gay com¬ 
munity. In 1979 Lorch hosted 
“Gay News and Views” on 
Channel 26. The articulate 
Gay activist has appeared on 
numerous panels and 
workshops that have dealt with 
Gay issues. 

The Council’s award will be 
accompanied by a check of 
$ 100 .

On the Lesbian Chorus 


SAGE ADVICE 

★ I would like to share some thoughts with you about 
the Lesbian Chorus/Charles Pierce incident. 

There is a lot of political value in behaving profes¬ 
sionally in a musical situation. As a woman, I would 
probably be offended by Charles Pierce’s material, 
maybe so much that 1 couldn’t share a stage with him; 
but as a musician, I would feel it my responsibility to 
consider this before accepting the job. It seems 
strange that in a group as sensitive to women’s issues 
as the Lesbian Chorus, none of the sixty members 
knew wha kind-of material Charles Pierce does. 
When so r ich could have been gained by making a 
statement as they originally planned and discussing 
the conflicts involved in drag shows, I can’t see why 
they chose to walk out instead, leaving nothing but 
anger and alienation. 

However, behind the bull in the china shop 
approach, there is a legitimate question: What does it 
mean to men and women when a man appears in 
drag? 

To many men, it must be the ultimate rejection of 
sex roles, the freedom from the tradition of the cold, 
hard humorless male, the freedom to relax and be 
silly and the courage to tell the straight world, “Yes, 
I’m queer and I’m everything you’re afraid of.” Every 
man in the world could benefit from dressing up in full 
drag, the spike heels, the tight skirt, and his girdle kill¬ 
ing him, if he would stop and imagine what it must be 
like to dress that way every day of his life, to feel that 
without putting on those bonds he would not be 
attractive or even real. Charles Pierce put it beautiful¬ 
ly himself when he said, “Was I, a man, too much of 
an illusory woman for the Lesbian Chorus?” For 
many women, the image of that illusory woman is still 
too stifling, too disgusting and too frightening to laugh 
about. ^ 

It’s important for men who do drag to realize this, to 
let us know what the intent is behind the drag, and to 
reassure us that they are not just putting on our old 
chains and laughing. It’s important for women who 
witness drag to take the time to iisten and find out 
what is really being expressed. 

There is a great potential in the unity of the Gay 
and Lesbian community. I have seen it when a male 
member of the Gay band stands up and gives the 
other band men a lecture for calling the women girls. I 
have seen it when Gay men gather in the street to 
help a woman who’s being sexually harassed; and I 
have seen it most of all in the love and support I Have 
received from my Gay men friends. None of us can 
afford to lose this.

★ During the past year, your editor Paul Lorch has 
done much to bring an informed and compassionate 
sense of justice to the pages of B.A.R. For this reason 
I was terribly saddened and disappointed to see his 
negative reaction to the Lesbian Chorus in the last 
issue. The women did not walk out of the Castro 
Theatre because they were self-centered spoil-sports, 
as Mr. Lorch implies. They left because a male per¬ 
former ridiculed and degraded women in their pres¬ 
ence, in a show where they were to be honored as 
equal participants. The whole scene reminded me of 
the old days in New York: straight TV comedians 
would mercilessly satirize Gay men in their routines, 
all the while being recorded and photographed by 
closeted Gay technicians who were too frightened to 
speak out in protest. With the advent of the Gay 
movement, mqre and more Gay men have found the 
courage and means to fight back against media 
oppression. Yet some of our own people now turn 
around and lay the same type of trip on women — 
and expect them to take it in silence! No self-affirmed 
woman will put up with that trash anymore, and I 
don’t blame them. 

Satirical humor is a weapon that can be used to 
hurt either the oppressors or the oppressed. Charles 
Pierce is on the wrong side.

I protest CBS’s “Gay Power, Gay Politics” aired 
nationwide last April 26. 

Although it is true that the homosexual community 
in San Francisco wields a lot of political power and 
sway, it was horrendous to see the seamy side of the 
Gay community brought to the fore as your report 
did.

You exploit this in the 
Gay world for your sensationalism. 

Gay people will NOT be forced back into a life of 
being “in the closet.” It would be refreshing for me to 
see a positive statement made about some of the 
really fine people in the Gay community who have to 
suffer when their life is depicted as you did it in this 
report. 

As a member of Parents of Gay People, I protest 
once more the unfairness of your so-called report on 
Gays in San Francisco.

San Francisco likes to party. 
In bars, at home, in. the streets. 
In this last category, the Gay 
community also has many ex¬ 
amples to call its own. The Gay 
Freedom Day Parades have 
drawn large numbers (of peo¬ 
ple) every year, 1979’s event 
hosting perhaps two hundred 
thousand. Harvey Milk’s birth¬ 
day celebration last year on 
Castro Street drew quite a few 
people, and this year’s gather¬ 
ing, scheduled for Sunday, 
May 25, may well draw more. 
And the Harvey Milk Memorial 
of last November, while differ¬ 
ing from the other affairs in 
mood, shared with them the 
reality of large numbers of Gay 
people taking to the streets for 
a responsible, orderly, non- 
violent coming together. 


ity in the training and organiza¬ 
tion of those principally respon¬ 
sible for maintaining a safe, 
smooth-running event — the 
monitors. While the steering 
committees and other organiz¬ 
ers are important in bringing 
large numbers of people to¬ 
gether at a single place and 
time, when those people are 
gathered they look to the moni¬ 
tors for organization and infor¬ 
mation. It is no small task, but 
with the right preparation, it. 
can be an enjoyable and re¬ 
warding experience. 

Monitors are arranged in 
teams, approximately ten to a 
captain, each team deployed to 
a particular area, team mem¬ 
bers within sight and earshot of 
each other, in order to assist 
the others if necessary. All the 
team captains, as well as all key 
people of SFSM, receive medi¬ 
cal first aid training, even 
though in the case of the GFDP 
Health Monitoring is the spe¬ 
cific task of another group, the 
Gay and Lesbian Health Work¬ 
ers. The training of the moni¬ 
tors is assisted by law enforce¬ 
ment agencies. 

Monitors are not expected to 
put themselves in situations 


The desire to ensure that the 
Gay community’s future out¬ 
door gatherings continue in this 
spirit led some concerned Gays 
to form the San Francisco 
Street Monitors, Incorporated. 
The founding Board of Direc¬ 
tors includes Bob Futch, cur¬ 
rent Co-chair for security, Gay 
Freedom Day Parade ’80; 
Debbie Kane, co-chair for 
Health Monitors, GFDP ’80; 
Glenne McElhinney, security 
co-chair GFDP 78; Duke Arm¬ 
strong, legal counsel; and Rob¬ 
ert Dunn, security co-chair 
GFDP 79 and longtime activist 
in monitoring and security. 

After the Hallowe’en debacle 
at Castro Street, some of those 
involved in monitoring the 
event felt the need for continu- 


ty. They are instructed to iso¬ 
late incidents of violence or 
potential violence by linking 
hands and keeping the crowd 
away from the offenders — be¬ 
fore the situation spreads to a 
general melee. Monitors are 
equipped with two-way radios 
and can be in contact with the 
police if the need arises. 

The Street Monitors experi¬ 
ences with the San Francisco 
Police have been very positive 
and encouraging, report Board 
members Duke Armstrong and 
Bob Futch. Prior to the Harvey 
Milk Memorial they had two 
meetings with Captain Molen 
who arranged for sympathetic 
patrolmen from the Mission 
and Northern Stations to be on 
duty that evening. 

In addition to assisting at out¬ 
door* events, the San Francisco 
Street Monitors hope to be a 
liaison between the Gay com¬ 
munity and the police. If 
trouble were expected, say the 
police had a tip that a gang 
would be looking for trouble on 
Castro, the monitors would be 
available at a pinch for crowd 
control — something they can 
provide because' of their rap¬ 
port with the community. 

The. San Francisco Street 
Monitors, Inc., is a non-profit 
organization. It is not a paid 
membership group; they work 
from tax-deductible contribu¬ 
tions. Space for monitor train¬ 
ing is donated; the Music Hall 
will be providing their facilities 
for instruction of the personnel 
assisting the Harvey Milk Birth¬ 
day Celebration. Women, third 
world people, and the physical¬ 
ly handicapped are

docu-dramatists were given special treatment, allowed 
highly questionable liberties. It was all all right, for George 
and Grace were swell people. They understood; they were 
sympathetic. Even while there was evidence at the time that 
the cool collected pair weren’t all that "trustworthy.” 

George and Grace weren’t just reporting and recording; 
they had joined the cast of characters and were creating the 
story they long before decided on. They wrote the lines and 
fed them to their star-struck puppets. 

If there remain any heroes in the CBS-lobbery, they were 
the Gay cruisers of Buena Vista Park who recognized imme¬ 
diately what was up when they saw the film crew invade 
their turf. They surrounded the team, issued insults, and 
drove them from the park. To be sure the team returned 
with closeted cameras and made much of the menace. Yet 
these sylvan Gays were hunting cocks, not fame and 
fortune. To those who play the latter game 26 hours a day, 
the crybabyitis wears thin rapidly. 

And so once again we — or some of us — were "had." 
That is scarcely a surprise. The move now is to make 
George and Grace regret they were too clever. 

Although I must admit I loved the show. If our breeches 
are all that big as CBS says, let’s quickly learn to fill them 
out. Today San Francisco, tomorrow the world . . .?

ACLU Sues Army in 
Gay Rights Test Case 

Civilian’s Security Clearance Revoked 


The 1980 Gay Freedom Day 
Committee needs monitors for 
the annual parade and celebra¬ 
tion on June 29. 

Both health and security 
monitors are being recruited; 
you do not need experience to 
be either. Special seminars in 
CPR, first aid, and non-violent 
crowd control techniques are 
planned during May and June. 

Co-chairs of the Security 
Committee estimate that 500 
monitors will be needed for the 
parade and celebration. Duties 
include handling traffic flow, 
monitoring parade progression 
up Market Street, stage secu¬ 
rity, etc. Team leaders will be 
chosen from people who have 
monitoring experience from 
other events such as the Har¬ 
vey Milk Birthday Party. 

The Medical Committee is in 
the process of recruiting 200 
people to act as first aid moni¬ 
tors during the parade and 
celebration. There will be two 
main medical centers and sev¬ 
eral ambulances and para¬ 
medics stationed in strategic 
areas. Medical background is 
not required to serve as a 
health monitor. 

If you would like to be a 
monitor, you’ll get special train¬ 
ing and an official monitor T- 
shirt for your contribution to 
the 1980 parade and celebra¬ 
tion.

A lawsuit has been filed in 
San Francisco by the ACLU 
claiming that the Army’s revo¬ 
cation of a civilian worker’s se¬ 
curity clearance on the grounds 
that he engaged in homosexual 
activity is unconstitutional. 

Warren Gene Preston, a 
graphic designer employed by 
GTE Sylvania in Mountain 
View, has done contract work 
for the Army for over ten years. 
Preston has a Top Secret clear¬ 
ance from the Department of 
Defense, and up until last year 
had a Sensitive Compartment- 
ed Information (SCI) clearance 
from the Department of the 
Army which was necessary for 
the work he was doing. 

In March, 1979, the Army 
revoked Preston’s SCI security 
clearance on the grounds that 
he had engaged in homosexual 
conduct. As a result of losing 
the clearance, Preston was 
transferred from his job and 
suffered subsequent loss of 
pay, loss of prestige, and dam¬ 
age to his reputation. 

The ACLU is suing the Army 
on Preston’s behalf for discrimi¬ 
nation and violation of due 
process. 

Steve Mayer, ACLU cooper¬ 
ating attorney, explained, “The 
Army’s revocation of the SCI 
security clearance is illegal and 
unconstitutional. 

“The Army gave Preston no 
advance notice that they were 
revoking the clearance, nor did 
they give him a hearing at 
which to confront the evidence 
against him or to present his 
own evidence, and they denied 
him the right to appeal the 
decision. This is in violation of 
the U.S. Constitution and fed¬ 
eral regulations governing 
security clearances. 

“Furthermore, the revoca¬ 
tion was based solely on Pres¬ 
ton’s own admission that he 
had engaged in homosexual 
activities. Preston’s sexual pref¬ 
erence bears no relationship to 
his fitness to hold the SCI secu¬ 
rity clearance,” Mayer said. 

ACLU staff attorney Amitai 
Schwartz added, “It is impor¬ 
tant to note that, based on the 
same investigation which re¬ 
sulted in the Army removing 
Preston’s clearance, the De¬ 
partment of Defense concluded 
that Preston should continue to 
hold his Top Secret clearance. 


“This seems to be a case of 
the right hand not knowing 
what the left hand is doing. The 
Department of Defense noted 
that Preston’s homosexual 
activity was conducted in pri¬ 
vate and was legal under Cali¬ 
fornia law. 

“The report said that Preston 
would not be subject to ‘black¬ 
mail, coercion and pressure’ 
because he had disclosed his 
homosexual activity to his 
friends and ex-wife. 

“Therefore, the DoD report 
concluded that his Top Secret 
clearance should be maintain¬ 
ed as ‘clearly consistent with 
the national interest.’ 

“The Army, on the other 
hand, using the same facts, 
concluded the exact opposite. 
They said the fact that Preston 
had informed his friends and 
ex-wife of his homosexual con¬ 
duct showed a lack of good 
judgment and that ‘clearly 
demonstrated (his) unreliabil¬ 
ity, untrustworthiness and suit¬ 
ability for access to classified 
information.’ 

“That the Department of De¬ 
fense and the Army could 
come to totally opposite con¬ 
clusions based on the same evi¬ 
dence indicates that the Army’s 
decision was arbitrary and un¬ 
justified,” Schwartz concluded. 

The SCI clearance is of a 
more sensitive nature than the 
Top Secret or any other clear¬ 
ance. The rules governing the 
granting or the revoking of the 
SCI clearance have never be¬ 
fore been tested in a court of 
law. 

Mayer explained, “We feel 
that the Army may have insti¬ 
tuted this new classification 
precisely to get around the due 
process regulations which gov¬ 
ern the revocation of other se¬ 
curity clearances. 

“That is why this case is par¬ 
ticularly important in determin¬ 
ing whether due process regu¬ 
lations can be capriciously ig¬ 
nored by the Army,” Mayer 
said. 

The suit, filed in U.S. District 
Court in San Francisco, seeks 
the reinstatement of Preston’s 
SCI clearance, back pay, and 
damages. 


NGTF Protests 
DOD Work on 
ABM Program 

Washington, D.C. 

In a press release carried by 
various Gay newspapers across 
the country, the National Gay 
Task Force has announced that 
Co-Directors Charles Brydon 
and Lucia Valeska have written 
a letter to Jimmy Carter an¬ 
nouncing they are “deeply dis¬ 
turbed” as well as “dismayed” 
by a TV program produced by 
Anita Bryant Ministries in 
which the West Point Choir 
appeared. 

The press release, reprinted 
verbatim in several Western 
Gay tabloids, finds several 
ways to say the organization 
was not delighted to see the 
choir on the program. It does 
so without mentioning the 
choir once. 

Instead, the article quoting 
from the letter to Jimmy Carter 
refers to “elements of the De¬ 
partment of Defense” and “this 
cooperation and participation” 
which the writers state is “of 
immediate and paramount 
concern” to Gay Americans. 

The letter and article wind up 
with an emotional pitch equat¬ 
ing the West Point cadet choir 
with inconsistency in Carter’s 
human rights policy, and then 
asking the President to speak 
personally to the subject. The 
last line of the letter asks chal- 
lengingly, “May we hear from 
you, Mr. President?”

Toklas Endorses for 
June Primary

The Alice B. Toklas Demo¬ 
cratic Club, the oldest predom¬ 
inantly Gay political club in the 
city, voted last Monday to en¬ 
dorse Massachusetts Senator 
Edward Kennedy for President 
over incumbent Jimmy Carter 
with Kennedy barely winning 
endorsement with 63% of the 
vote. A 60% vote majority was 
needed to endorse any candi¬ 
date according to Toklas Club 
rules. 

Toklas also became the third 
Gay Democratic club in the city 
to refuse endorsement to Sen¬ 
ator Alan Cranston when 70% 
of Alice’s members voted to 
withhold support of the incum¬ 
bent. Cranston had infuriated 
many Gays statewide last 
month at the CDC Convention 
in Los Angeles when he 
refused to come out strongly 
for Gay rights and side-stepped 
the Santa Clara County issue. 

U.S. Rep. John Burton won 
re-endorsement in the 5th 
C.D. with 82% of the vote 
while Congressman Phil 
Burton was endorsed in the 6th 
C.D. over challenger Robert 
Barnes with 64%. 

In the Assembly races in the 
city, Art Agnos (16th A.D.) 
won endorsement with an 
overwhelming 93% of the 
vote; Willie Brown (17th A.D.) 
won endorsement with 75% of 
the votes cast, but Alice mem¬ 
bers refused to endorse the re- 
election bid of Assembly 


ment ot a homophobic Demo¬ 
cratic Assembly candidate in 
Santa Clara County, and that 
endorsement obviously cost 
McCarthy his Toklas endorse¬ 
ment. 

V. Roy Lefcourt was en¬ 
dorsed for Municipal Court, 
thereby picking up the 
endorsement of all Gay politi¬ 
cal clubs in the city; Estella 
Dooley was endorsed by Alice 
members for Superior Court 
' #1, and no endorsement was 
made in the race for Superior 
Court #2 with Richard Figone 
falling one vote short of the 
60% needed for endorsement 
in that race. For Democratic 
County Central Committee 
Toklas members endorsed 
16th A.D. candidates Sue Bier- 
man, Sue Heller, Ronald 
Huberman, Charlie Lee, 
Dennis Peron, Pansy Panzio, 
Linda Post, and Jack Trujillo. 
In the 17th Assembly District 
those endorsed were Gwenn 
Craig, Wayne Friday, Richard 
Pabich, Anne B. Daley, Agair 
Jaicks, Rick Stokes, Julie 
Tang, and Mary Vail. Five 
County Committee candidates 
were endorsed in the N 18th 
A.D. — Robert Barnes Jr., 
Fely Horanzy, Tressa Myers, 
Sadonia Wilson, and Lydia 
San Felipo. The upfront Gays 
are Huberman, Peron, Trujillo, 
Craig, Pabich, Stokes, Barnes, 
and myself.

Castro Patrol Resumes

The purpose of Community 
United Against Violence is to 
provide means to prevent 
physical, emotional and 
psychological violence to Gay 
men and Lesbians. One of the 
means CUAV provides to ful¬ 
fill its purpose is the Castro 
Street Patrol, which “hit the 
streets” for the first time in its 
renewed program last Tuesday 
night, April 1. 

Nine people combined to 
form the Patrol for that night’s 
shift. Some of us were a little 
more nervous than others in 
the group. And we were all 
nervous. At eight o’clock we

took our nerves and our bodies 
out into the Castro. 

Following routes and cover¬ 
ing areas that CUAV’s assault 
reports have told us were criti¬ 
cal, we spent the next three 
hours walking and riding 
around 17th, 18th, 19th, Dia¬ 
mond, Castro, Sanchez and all 
of the little byways and walk¬ 
ways of this hazardous area. 
The cold, or something else, 
perhaps the advance publicity 
surrounding the Patrol, appar¬ 
ently kept the thuglets out of 
the area. There weren’t even 
the usual number of wine bot¬ 
tle-throwing little unkempts in 


Dolores Park as we made our 
way around that greensward- 
by-day/jungle-by-night where 
so many maulings have 
occurred. 

So, no April Fool’s joke on 
the thuglets because there were 
no thuglets around that night. 
We, in our debriefing after the 
shift, weren’t disappointed at 
all about lack of activity. We 
viewed that as a good patrol 
and a good night. If our wishes 
for future patrols come true, 
there won’t be anything excit¬ 
ing happening then either. The 
purpose of the Patrol is to pre¬ 
vent violence. When no vio¬ 
lence occurs, we’ve fulfilled our 
purpose. 

Over coffee, hot chocolate 
and donuts in the CUAV office 
above DJ’s after the shift, we 
discussed what had worked 
and not worked and everything 
else that had come up for us 
during the patrol. There were 
one or two things that didn’t 
work, and they will be working 
before the next time out. There 
were a lot of things that did 
work for all of us. Perhaps the 
greatest thing for us was the 
immense satisfaction we all 
took with us for having done 
what we did. We took our 
anger and upset about Gav/ 
Lesbian beatings and channel¬ 
ed it into this effort. We.got to 
do something constructive with 
all of our energy about violence 
in the streets. 

CUAV’s members are pre¬ 
paring for our next patrol this 
Friday, the 4th of April. When 
you read this, that shift will al¬ 
ready have taken place. There 
will be others, hopefully every 
Tuesday and Friday nights. If 
you’ve been hassled, harassed, 
assaulted by street anti-Gay 
thugs, do something about it. 
Join CUAV’s Street Patrol.

Milk Club Endorses Kennedy: 
Rebukes Cranston

The Harvey Milk Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club voted last week by 
more than 80% to endorse 
Senator Edward Kennedy for 
President. Milk Club President 
Bill Kraus announced also that 
the Harvey Milk members 
voted overwhelmingly against 
endorsing incumbent U.S. 

Senator Alan Cranston for re- 
election, a definite reflection of 
Cranston’s refusal to take a 
strong pro-Gay Rights stand at 
the recent CDC Convention in 
Los Angeles. 


The Milk Club, now the larg¬ 
est Gay political club in the city, 
voted to endorse U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative John Burton (5th 
C.D.) and Rep.

Assembly- 
man Art Agnos was endorsed 
for re-election in the 16th 
Assembly District, but Milk 
Club members voted no en¬ 
dorsement in Willie Brown’s 
17th District race as well as in 
the 18th District where Assem¬ 
bly Speaker Leo McCarthy is 
running for another term. At¬ 
torney V. Roy Lefcourt was 
endorsed for the hotly contest¬ 
ed Municipal Court race, and 


Estella Dooley was endorsed in 
Superior Court *1. No en¬ 
dorsement was made in the 
race for Superior Court # 2. 

On County propositions, 
Milk members voted Yes on J; 
Yes on Props. O through S 
(the Mayor’s tax package); Yes 
on T, and Yes on Prop. V. On 
the all-important State Proposi¬ 
tions the club voted to oppose 
Propositions 9 and 10 and to 
support Prop. 11. 

From a large list of candi¬ 
dates for the Democratic Coun¬ 
ty Central Committee the fol¬ 
lowing were endorsed in the 
16th Assembly District: Ron 
Huberman, Jack Trujillo, 
Dennis Peron, Linda Post, 
Charlie Lee, Michael Nolan, 
Sue .Bierman, and Pansy 
Panzio. 17th A.D. County 
Committee candidates en¬ 
dorsed were Gwenn Craig, 
Richard Pabich, Wayne Friday, 
Mary Vail, Agair Jaicks, Julie 
Tang, A1 Lannon and Anne B.

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Methodist Bishops 
Bolt on Gay Issue 


Two Methodist bishops who 
have objected to that church’s 
hostile response to homosexu¬ 
ality have withdrawn their 
names from a “State of the 
Church” address. 

Bishop Melvin Wheatley of 
Denver and Bishop A. James 
Armstrong of the Dakotas re¬ 
fused to accept passages 
affirming the church’s stance 
that homosexuality is “incom¬ 
patible with Christian teach¬ 
ing.” 

Church officials admitted last 
week that this was the first time 
this century that any bishop of 
the United Methodist Church 
had withdrawn his name from 
the address. 


The address is delivered on 
the first day of the church’s na¬ 
tional convention which this 
year convened in Indianapolis 
in late April. 

Bishop Wheatley argued that 
the address, written and deliv¬ 
ered by a bishop from Dallas- 
Fort Worth, “states as absolute 
fact what is an insufficiently 
documented opinion that Gay 
persons can’t be Christians.” 

Since 1972 homosexuality 
has been a controversial issue 
in the 9.6 million denomina¬ 
tion, the second-largest Pro¬ 
testant sect.

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New York Gays 
March on 
Albany 


The Most Reprinted 
Classified Ad 


A march on Albany, New 
York, for Gay rights was held 
on Saturday, April 12. Called 
last November, following the 
highly successful March on 
Washington for Gay Rights, the 
march was the second upon a 
state capital by Gay people this 
year. The first was a march on 
Sacramento, California, in 
January. 

With approximately 100 
people at the start, the march 
proceeded from the corner of 
Ontario St. and Washington 
Ave. to the state capitol, where 
a rally of about 150 took place. 

The demands of the march 
were: 


Columbia Falls, Montana 

A group of Gay men and 
women of Flathead County, 
Montana, placed a classified ad 
in some local papers and got 
more circulation for their 
message than they anticipated, 
to the chagrin of some Big Sky 
bigots. 

Three North Valley news¬ 
papers, the Hungry Horse 
News, Kalispell News, and the 
Whitefish Pilot, carried a notice 
which read simply: “Out in 
Montana a coalition for gay 
men and women of the Flat- 
head. Write: Out in Montana, 
Box 1812, Kalispell, MT 
59901.” 


So three alert citizens circu¬ 
lated a petition which threaten¬ 
ed to boycott businesses adver¬ 
tising in the three papers, and 
showed the three hundred 
signatures to local merchants. 

But Hungry Horse editor 
Brian Kennedy “just thumbed 
his nose and did as he damned 
pleased,” said petitioner Luana 
Fossler. In an editorial, Ken¬ 
nedy said that although he be¬ 
lieves the Gay cause is “im¬ 
moral, sacreligious and against 
every principle of decency,” he 
could not deny the Gay coali¬ 
tion an ad “any more than the 
cafe across the street can refuse 
them service or the grocery not 
sell them a quart of milk.” 


1. The New York State Leg¬ 
islature should repeal all anti- 
Gay laws, including consensual 
sodomy, solicitation, loitering, 
prostitution, and any others 
which are used to harass and 
victimize people; free all peo¬ 
ple now in prison or other insti¬ 
tutions because of these laws or 
because of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

2. Pass a comprehensive 
Gay rights law in the New York 
State Legislature. 


This prompted one reader to 
write, “We need to be alert, be¬ 
fore this coalition leads other 
homosexuals across the 
• country to believe we are a 
community where they can all 
come and practice their perver¬ 
sion without interference.” 


As a result of the commotion 
homosexuals across the coun¬ 
try learned that some are out in 
Montana, with Gay news¬ 
papers in Seattle and San 
Diego picking up the story. 
Gay press reaches more than 
five million nationally, so who 
knows where it may end.

3. Force Governor Carey to 
honor his campaign pledge to 
our people and issue an execu¬ 
tive order banning discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion in New York state govern¬ 
ment. 

4. End discrimination in Les¬ 
bian mother/Gay father child 
custody ^ases. 

5. Liberate Gay youth from 
any laws which are used to dis¬ 
criminate against, oppress, or 
harass them in their homes, 
schools, jobs or social environ¬ 
ments.

The Maryland Court of Spe¬ 
cial Appeals has upheld the 
constitutionality of a state law 
which bans “unnatural and per¬ 
verted sexual practices” be¬ 
tween consenting adults in 
private. 

American Civil Liberties 
Union attorneys assisted in 
appealing the conviction of a 
man who performed a “per¬ 
verted act” with a woman he 
and a friend picked up at a sub¬ 
urban shopping mall. The law¬ 
yers argued that the state’s pro¬ 
hibition of all sexual activity 
save “normal intercourse” vio¬ 
lates the citizen’s right to priva¬ 
cy and due process of law. 

A three-judge panel dis¬ 
agreed, saying that “the right to 
privacy does not protect the 
perverted sex practice of . . .

Congressman Phillip Burton 
(Dem-SF) received the highest 
percentage of votes of any can¬ 
didate endorsed by the Harvey 
Milk Democratic Club.

dined to knock down the 
sodomy statute “in the absence 
of a clear lead from the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United 
States or from the Court of Ap¬ 
peals of Maryland.” 

ACLU attorneys say they will 
carry their appeal to the Court 
of Appeals, Maryland’s highest 
court, noting that the laws are 
used primarily to “harass 
homosexuals.” 

Meanwhile, further north, 
the Rhode Island Supreme 
Court ruled that the right to pri¬ 
vacy does not protect consen¬ 
sual sodomy between adults. 
Ruling on a 1978 case of a man 
convicted of sodomy with a 
woman, the judges said, “We 
hold that the right to privacy is 
inapplicable to the private un¬ 
natural copulation between un¬ 
married adults.” 


races and refused two promi¬ 
nent Democrats, Senator 
Cranston and Assemblyman

Brown reacted bitterly to the 
Gay Demos rejection. As the 
author of the consensual adult 
sex legislation, Brown felt be¬ 
trayed by those Gays for whom 
he had done so much.

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An Event 
at the Castro

Last month there were two 
events that rocked our commu¬ 
nities. The more recent, of 
course, was the CBS docu¬ 
mentary that covered our at¬ 
tempts to gain some political 
power the way Hitler’s film¬ 
makers would have covered 
Jewish attempts, or the way 
D.W. Griffith covered Black at¬ 
tempts in “Birth of a Nation.” 
But I am going to discuss an 
earlier event, because I think it 
has far greater implications for 
the ability of various parts of 
our communities to work to¬ 
gether in the future, as we try 
to en'sure our legitimacy in the 
United States of America. And 
the event of which I am writing 
is, of course, the fundraiser in 
which Charles Pierce and the 
Lesbian Chorus were on the 
same bill. 

Whoever chose to feature 
them together was either naive, 
stupid, or vicious. But in a way 
it doesn’t matter, because the 
kind of jokes Charles Pierce 
tells would have been just as 
offensive had there been no 
women at the Castro Theatre 
to hear them. It is like the old 
philosophical question, “If a 
tree falls in the forest when no 
one is there to hear it, does it 
make a sound?” Perhaps the 
jokes would never have been 
reported to the targeted 
groups, which included 
Mexicans, Chinese, and fat 
people, as well as women. But 
that would not have made 
them any less offensive. 

Charles Pierce is; in or out of 
women’s persona, a comic. 
Comics, for the most part, 
seem to survive by putting 
other people down. The only 
one I can think of who doesn’t 
is Woody Allen, and even he is 
less than perfect; every time he 
turns on his mother I hate him. 
Comedians/comediennes, on 
the other hand, usually de¬ 
velop a character from the in¬ 
side, and do not tell one-liner 
jokes, one after another, in an 
endless stream. When Woody 
Allen makes a film, he general¬ 
ly moves over into the comedi¬ 
an class. Sid Caesar was an¬ 
other. Lily Tomlin is another. 
Robin Tyler is a comic, and al¬ 
though I adore some of her 
jokes, others bother me be¬ 
cause they are too filled with 
ridicule. Even though I share 
the anger at the male half of the 
species, and even though I 
sometimes go on the attack, I 
think my humor tends to be 
self-deprecating, and not at 
others’ expense. If not, I apolo¬ 
gize. 

In terms of the event at the 
Castro, it does not matter 
whether Charles Pierce said 
that the reason weather vanes 
were always cocks was that 
you would not be able to tell 
which way a cunt was pointing, 
or because cunts were ugly, or 
because cunts would look 
funny flapping in the breeze. 
And it does not matter if he 
said that when the wind blows 
through it, it might give errone¬ 
ous weather reports, or that it 
would get rusty, and think of 
the smell when the wind blew 
through it. Or any other vari¬ 
ations that have not yet been 
reported to me by those who 
were there. It also does not 
matter if the joke was that Iran¬ 
ian women wear veils because 
they are ugly, or that they 
should wear veils because they 
are ugly. Neither of those jokes 
is self-deprecating, nor is the 


one about Elizabeth Taylor 
having more chins than a Chi¬ 
nese telephone directory. Nor 
is it particularly funny to “burn” 
another woman, in the persona 
of another woman or other¬ 
wise. 

Charles Pierce blithely caric¬ 
atures women like Bette Davis. 
It has always interested me that 
the women who are selected 
for “impersonation” by men 
like Charles Pierce tend to be 
strong women. They tend, 
also, to be somewhat carica¬ 
tures themselves, and their 
own easily caricatured persona 
is often the result of a rather 
agonized life. Bette Davis has 
said that she takes such imper¬ 
sonations as a compliment. 
Given the kinds of movies she 
has been making lately, how¬ 
ever, I suspect she is not so 
fond of the sexism of the por¬ 
trayals. Judy Garland commit¬ 
ted suicide, killed perhaps by 
the enormous weight of a soci¬ 
etal prohibition of women be¬ 
ing more famous, stronger than 
the men they relate to. I can 
still remember one line from 
the Garland version of “A Star 
is Born.” Someone called the 
Star’s husband by the Star’s last 
name, and you knew that was 
the end of the relationship. 
Marilyn Monroe was killed by 
being every man’s sexual fan¬ 
tasy, without any space to find 
out what her own sexual needs 
and wants were, or any possi¬ 
bility of their being filled. Tallu¬ 
lah Bankhead took on her per¬ 
sona, drenched in alcohol. 
Greta Garbb had to retire to 
survive, and to avoid being 
caricatured, perhaps. 

In the articles about the 
event in this newspaper, 
Charles Pierce said that in his 
25 years of performing, no one 
had ever objected. He seemed 
rather bewildered at the reac¬ 
tion, which I hope means he 
will perhaps reevaluate his per¬ 
sonae. The fact is that his kind 
of humor, which once was not 
only acceptable but celebrated, 
is now filled with problems no 
matter from whose mouth it 
comes. Earl Butz lost a Cabinet 
position. Thomas Kearny 
ceased to be Registrar of Vot¬ 
ers. Certain kinds of remarks, 
at least when made about eth¬ 
nic minorities, are no longer 
considered to be acceptable, at 
least if heard by the general 
public. Women are still consid¬ 
ered by many to be an accept¬ 
able target, but that is fast 
changing. 

It is not the wearing of so- 
called female clothing, how¬ 
ever, that is the problem; there 
is a huge difference between 
the genre of “female imperson¬ 
ation” and the wearing of cloth¬ 
ing that is said to be women’s. 
Men and women should be 
able to wear anything they 
want, and if our sexual ar¬ 
rangements were not so laden 
down with rage and fear, 
should be able to wear nothing 
at all. Clothing does not make 
an impersonator of the oppo¬ 
site sex. 

Even the attempt to portray 
someone of the opposite gen¬ 
der is not the problem. Alec 
Guinness magnificently played 
the parts of several women 
when he was young. The actor 
who portrayed the female im¬ 
personator (who wore 
women’s clothes in life as well 
as on stage) in “La Cage Aux 
Folles” did so without hate. But 


so many of the men who have 
taken on the persona of Ameri¬ 
ca’s tortured stars have done so 
in a way that, far from attempt¬ 
ing to understand the women 
or the pressures that made 
them act as they did, deni¬ 
grates them with contempt. 

The tragedy of Charles 
Pierce’s performance at the 
Castro is not so much that he 
profoundly hurt the women in 
the Lesbian Chorus, or anger¬ 
ed the few Gay men who walk¬ 
ed out. The tragedy is that for 
the men who remained, he was 
a godlike figure. The tragic joke 
is really on the men who felt 
the women were up-tight 
prudes. 

Many of those men are 
older, and a tremendous num¬ 
ber of thenTare the very men 


who are labeled “sissy” in this 
society, called “queer” or “fag¬ 
got” as they walk down the 
block. So many of them are the 
easily identified of my Gay 
brothers, the ones who are 
most likely to lose a job, not get 
an apartment, because some 
representative of the hetero¬ 
sexual world does not like 
homosexuals. The rage that 
should be turned outward 
against the society that con¬ 
demns the man who is identi¬ 
fied as effeminate, is instead 
turned toward the woman to 
whom he is compared.

CUAV SECURES POLICE 
PROCEDURE CHANGE 

Through months of meetings 
and negotiation, CUAV has se¬ 
cured a change in the statistic- 
keeping procedures of the 
SFPD in regard to anti-Gay 
assaults. The past situation was 
one in which an assault moti¬ 
vated by homophobia was 
nearly impossible to detect in 
police records. There is no spe¬ 
cific “crime category” for anti- 
Gay assault, so all such crimes 
were lumped in with others in 
general categories of assault 
and robbery. A new procedure 
is aimed at making it possible to 
find anti-Gay crimes in police 
statistics. 

We all know, with any gov¬ 
ernmental organization, “if it 
isn’t on paper, it never hap¬ 
pened.” With the police, if it 
never happened, why should a 
non-event have resources 


directed at it? 

YOU play an essential part in 
making the new procedure 
work! As a victim or witness, 
the responsibility to change 
how police handle crimes 
against Gays is in great mea¬ 
sure yours. 

The following is from the 
letter Chief Murphy sent 
CUAV: 

. . in order to assist our crime 
analysis unit and your organization 
to assess the magnitude of this as¬ 
pect of the problem of assaults in 
San Francisco, I have directed the 
Deputy Chief of Field Operations to 
issue an Information Bulletin ... to 
the patrol force to provide guid¬ 
ance to patrol officers in including 
within the body of the narrative of 
an incident report information 
which indicates that the assault 
was gay-related . . . Officers will 
have to rely on the state-

ments of victims to provide 
indicators that sexual 
orientation was a factor in 
the assault ... The Deputy 
Chief of Investigations will direct 
the staff of the General Works Sec¬ 
tion and the Robbery Unit to record 
each assault which appears, from 
the narrative, to be gay-related. . . ” 
(emphasis added) 

The SFPD Information Bul¬ 
letin (#80-57) says: 

GAY RELATED ASSAULTS 

In order to assist Inspectors 
in the General Works and Rob¬ 
bery Units by identifying a pos¬ 
sible modus operandi of perpe¬ 
trators of assaults and/or rob¬ 
beries, members should be 
alert for information which may 
indicate that the perceived or 
actual sexual orientation of a 
victim is a motive for the crime. 

Under certain circumstances 
set forth belpw, reporting offi¬ 
cers should place in the narra¬ 
tive of an assault report the 
statement “Incident may be 
gay-related;” and complete the 
sentence with the appropriate 
information. 

The statement that an inci¬ 
dent may be gay-related should 
be included when: 

1. The victim and/or wit¬ 
nesses report having heard the 
suspect make remarks that 
clearly indicate that a motive 
for the assault was the perceiv¬ 
ed sexual orientation of the 
victim. 

2. The victim and/or wit¬ 
nesses make statements that 
the sexual orientation of the 
victim was a motive. In such 
cases the officer should deter¬ 
mine the reasons for such belief 
and include them in the body 
of the narrative. Such informa¬ 
tion may be especially relevant 
if there is no apparent motive 
for the assault. 

Officers should not inquire 
into the sexual orientation of 
the victim or witnesses, nor 
should conclusions as to the 
sexual orientation of the victims 
or witnesses be drawn from 
their statements. 

★ ★ ★ 

Well, sisters and brothers, it’s 
up to us to make this work! 
CUAV wants to know if officers 
are following the procedure as 
well as receiving reports from 
you. 

If you are a victim or wit¬ 
ness of an anti-Gay assault, 
report it! Call CUAV (dial 
UNITED-1), give us a report 
of the incident, and let us 
know how the police handled 
the situation (SFPD Emer¬ 
gency 553-0123, Non¬ 
emergency 553-9111). 

COMMUNICATION IS 
THE KEY 

When you call the police, it is 
essential that all of the neces¬ 
sary information gets to the 
people who need it to respond. 
In order to reduce response 
time, and make the above pro¬ 
cedure work, the following is 
recommended when calling the 
SFPD: 

According to Sgt. Steven 
Driscoll of SFPD Communica¬ 
tions, when you dial 553-0123 
the first person you speak to is 
a switchboard operator, who 
determines whether your situ¬ 
ation is emergency or routine. 
You are usually asked your 
name and the situation, and 
you should be as clear and con¬ 
cise as possible. 

The second person you 
speak to is a dispatcher who 
answers “police emergency, 
where are you?” You should 
be very precise about your lo¬ 
cation, state the address or 


location of the incident very 
clearly. Then you will be asked 
about the situation. Again, be¬ 
ing clear, concise, and as calm 
as possible is important. This 
call is answered on a special 
phone line, and the procedure 
is to answer it by the third ring. 
Most of the time neither person 
is a police officer. 

DON’T HANG UP until the 
police do. Often people will 
think that they have given all 
the information necessary, and 
leave out something important. 

“CR” cards are filled out and 
sent on to the radio room as in¬ 
formation is gathered. The 
questions can go on for what 
seems a long time, and may 
not seem relevant to you. Give 
all the information requested, 
such as description of the 
assailant, vehicle, weapon in¬ 
volved, as well as whether the 
crime is in progress or is over. 
All the time you are on the 
phone, CR cards are being 
filled out and sent on. This flow 
of information helps give the 
officer on the street a clear pic¬ 
ture of what is going on, and 
therefore what action will be 
most effective on their part. 
Once all the possible details 
have been gathered, a com¬ 
plete situation is put on a CR 


in location as Market and Van 
Ness, Divisadero and Sacra¬ 
mento, and 29th and Church. 

A good example of recent 
reports is an incident which be¬ 
gan on the J-Church at 
2:00AM, Saturday, April 26. 

Picture this: You’re riding 
home from your job on the J- 
Church after the usual cold 
wait on Market Street for the 
bus to show up. When you get 
near 24th Street, you find that 
the only other passengers are 
three thuglettes who just got 
on. The not unfamiliar abuse 
begins, with “faggot” liberally 
used in the threats. You try the 
old tactic of ignoring the prob¬ 
lem in the hopes that it will go 
away. Once again, that 
method of avoiding a confron¬ 
tation does not work. 

When you get off at the end 
of the line to walk a short few 
blocks home, you hear “Hey, 
where are you going faggot?” 
A hard and sharp blow to the 
back of the head is followed by 
arm pinning holds and punches 
to your face. When you 
crumple to the ground, the 
assailants decide they haven’t 
had enough. They kick you in 
the legs and face, severely

card to be broadcast to all units 
in the area of the incident. 

In a routine situation, you 
should dial 553-9111 (to report 
a past event that does not re¬ 
quire immediate response) the 
operator gets your information 
and sends along a white CR 
card (emergency situations go 
on salmon colored cards) to the 
appropriate person for hand¬ 
ling your situation. 

So, the main points are: 
Clearly state where you are, 
what the situation is, your 
name, and the phone number 
you are calling from (so they 
can reach you if some misun¬ 
derstanding occurred), and 
wait for them to hang up.

PICTURE THIS 

In the past two weeks, we 
have received reports which 
have several frightening 
elements in common. In 75% 
of those reports, the lone Gay 
male victim was either not 
spoken to by the assailants, or 
ignored the assailants calls of 
“faggot.” Each incident involv¬ 
ed three assailants, and blunt 
weapons (such as a pipe) were 
used to immobilize the victim 
with a blow to the head. The 
victims in this group of inci¬ 
dents all went to the hospital 
with serious injuries, the 
majority requiring surgery. The 
incidents were as widely spread 


breaking your nose. A taxi 
comes along, and as it slows 
down, the brave trio runs off. 
The passenger gets out, shout¬ 
ing something you don’t clearly 
understand through your daze. 
He helps you into the cab, 
takes you to a nearby hospital, 
and stays with you until you’re 
released. He sees you home 
safely in a cab, and leaves.

29. Approximately 23 persons, 
including the injured and at¬ 
tacked, crowded into the room 
to listen to and ask questions of 
Officer Chris Rye of the O.P.D. 
Internal Affairs Department. A 
few feathers were smoothed, 
but his duties only included tak¬ 
ing statements from the injured 
and the witnesses, in order to 
investigate the crude and indif¬ 
ferent attitude of the police offi¬ 
cers who responded to the calls 
when the attacks were re¬ 
ported. 

A major issue that arose was 
why the stackers were not ar¬ 
rested (allowing them to perpe¬ 
trate the crime again and again) 
and what can be done to pro¬ 
tect ourselves as citizens of 
Oakland. These were not 
resolved at that time.

Nothing is left to chance; every 
movement be it as a group or 
soloists and accompanists is re¬ 
hearsed. To just look at the 
chorus was a pleasure to the 
eye, and I’m talking about 
everything from costume, to 
staging, to handsome faces. 

Not a music critic, 1 must re¬ 
frain from commenting on the 
chorus’s musical plusses and 
minuses. Even were I, I would 
find it difficult to separate my 
brain from my heart. This was 
the first time I had experienced 
the chorus in concert, and 
again and again throughout the 
evening I was deeply affected. 

My eyes filled with tears with 
the chorus’s very first number, 
“Let There Be Music.” It 
seemed my heart swelled to 
overflow with pride and admi¬ 
ration that Gay men — with 
such seeming ease — can rise 
to such creative heights. I guess 
we call it inspiration. That’s 
what the chorus projects: con¬ 
fidence, pride, good will — all 
carried on the wings of sound, 
of beauty. 

Of course, as a biased audi¬ 
ence I am a pushover from this 
point forward. As long as the 
chorus kept singing was the 
only thing I cared about. Still, 
my admiration was not a totally 
blind one — it grew as I realized 
that no two numbers were 
handled similarly, the chorus

— whose relationship faces a 
crisis when the psychologist 
discusses his homosexuality in 
a TV interview and gets fired 
from the straight agency he 
works for. The play examines 
such issues as parental support 
for their Gay children, public 
reaction to professional homo¬ 
sexuals, the strains of lack of 
personal space and of career 
commitment conflicts in a rela¬ 
tionship, and an assortment of 
other real issues that Gays face 
day after day. There are sev¬ 
eral powerful scenes, including 
a touching moment between 
the psychologist and his father, 
that do an excellent job of illus¬ 
trating the difficulties in resolv¬ 
ing such conflicts. 

MISS STANWYCK is not all 
serious, however. The conflicts 
are surrounded by Gay humor 
at its best. Much of it plays off 
of the film writer’s penchant for 
silver screen esoterica, but 
clever comments on sexuality 


and couple compatibility 
abound. 

Director David Anderson has 
balanced the comedy and 
drama artfully so that neither 
aspect is overwhelming. The 
performances range from 
competent to outstanding with 
Ron Tierney being particularly 
effective as the psychologist. I 
was also impressed with Bar¬ 
bara Brautigam as his mother. 

MISS STANWYCK IS

Happy Birthday, 
Gemini 

Based on the still-running 
Broadway comedy-drama 
GEMINI by Albert Innaurato, 
this stretched-out screen ver¬ 
sion, while still possessing 
many of the play’s merits, is 
weakened in transition because 
of its ensuing loss of intimacy 
the screen cannot provide. 
Adapted and directed for film 
by Richard Benner (whose film 
OUTRAGEOUS! won so many 
hearts and awards) GEMINI is 
basically a single set comedy- 
*drama that has been opened 
up unnecessarily with new dia¬ 
logue and situations that cloud 
over the central issues. The 
main problem of the seven 
major characters belongs to 
Francis Geminiani (Alan 
Rosenberg). Home for the 
summer from Harvard, he lives 
with his handsome hunk 
butcher father, Nick (Robert 
Viharo) whose macho appear¬ 
ance is deceiving even to his 
son. Francis is about to turn 21 
and can’t face telling anyone 
that he’s Gay. When girl friend 
Judith (Sarah Holcomb) shows 
up with her brother Randy 
(David Marshall Grant) Francis 
has more complications. While 
he’s dated Judith, he really 
lusts for Randy. This age-old 
problem is presented winningly 
and sensitively and the final 
understanding acceptance by 
his father is touching and be¬ 
lievable. 




Next door neighbor, Bunny 
Weinberger (Madeline Kahn) is 
the epitome of an ethnic char¬ 
acterization. A restless woman 
who feels unloved and un¬ 
wanted, she dresses, like a 
floozie and because of her fun- 
loving nature is adored by all 
except herself. In-a funny yet 
sad scene, she tries to kill her¬ 
self by jumping into a garbage 
dump because she can no 
longer face the reality that her 
only offspring is her fat, home¬ 
ly, infantile, sickly- son, 
Herschel (Timothy Jenkins). 

Across the yard lives Lucille 
Pompi (Rita Moreno) who des¬ 
perately wants to have the gen¬ 
tility of the upper class and 
does her best — albeit unsuc¬ 
cessfully — to.hide her lower 
middle class trappings. Nick the 
butcher is her employer and 
lover, but she forces him to 
leave her house before dawn 
so no one in the neighborhood 
will suspect she is living in sin. 


upbringing prepared her for 
more than she has obtained, 
but she makes do with vicari¬ 
ous thrills. 

Each actor has his or her 
chance to shine. Their charac¬ 
terizations are flawless and 
multi-textured. If the film does 
not work totally successfully, 
it’s because director Benner 
hasn’t left well enough alone. 
The action does not flow — its 
feel, tampered with and slowed 
down. Many single set plays 
have made successful transi¬ 
tions to the screen (SLEUTH 
and WHO’S AFRAID OF VIR¬ 
GINIA WOOLF? to name a 
pair) but this thoughtful and 
funny show is saddled with un¬ 
inspiring photography, poor 
editing, and poor pacing. It 
does have brilliant performing 
by the entire cast and at last an 
opportunity to let Kahn show 
off her versatile talent.

Carolyn (Sissy Spacek) and her 
tentatively reformed beatnik 
husband Neal Cassady (Nick 
Nolte) have moved into the 
epitome of 1950’s row devel¬ 
opment housing in the suburbs. 
In her attempts to make him go

some next door neighbors who 
as the evening progresses real¬ 
ize that Neal is no ordinary 
man. They make excuses to 
leave early, and as the front 
door closes, they turn to each 
other and grimace with grand 
slapstick exaggeration. Not 
content to get away with this 
cheap shot once, Byrum forces 
it, or rather foists it, on us about 
three times. It’s only one exam¬ 
ple of how everything about 
this movie has been cheapen¬ 
ed or brought to a level of con¬ 
descension that is insulting to 
the actors, the characters they 
play, and the audience. On 
every level — from the unc- 
tious voice-overs of Silly 
Spacek reciting platitudes to 
the depiction of beatniks as cer¬ 
tifiable nutcases — 
HEARTBEAT is both a dis¬ 
appointment and a waste of 
time. Nick Nolte is quite sincere 
as the undocile Neal Cassady, 
but because of the script limita¬ 
tions, he is not engaging 
enough — just exasperating. 
Sissy Spacek as the socialite 
who falls for both guys is affect¬ 
ing if not effective. John Heard 
as Jack Kerouac is best as the 
writer impatient for success or 
at Very least recognition. When 
success does come — after a 
controversial arrest of an Alan 


Ginzburg type character for 
reciting glass jism poem, the 
publisher that refused Jack’s 
work now wants to capitalize 
on it — John Heard remark¬ 
ably establishes his reluctance 
to seize it. He is afraid it will 
mark the end of his friendship 
with Neal. 

HEARTBEAT for all its in¬ 
tentions — and those are never 
really delineated — skips the 
meat and gives us only instant 
potatoes. Here are the two 
men who were pioneers of 
what was to be later called the 
beat generation. They are 
treated as merely hapless vic¬ 
tims of it, caught in the middle 
of some movement started 
anonymously. 


What’s really the clincher of 
this cowardly production is the 
only occasional mention that 
Jack loved Neal but no indica¬ 
tions that theirs was a physical 
relationship as well as spiritual. 
It’s all cheap talk and no action 
because overall this is a dumb 
film that doesn’t have the heart 
to cover the beat generation 
honestly.

The City Opera revived the 
work last month after almost a 
decade. The consensus was 
that it had been in storage for 
far too long. Lou Galtiero’s 
direction was clean, -delightful, 
and evoked wonderful ensem¬ 
ble work from his singers. 
Gianna Rolandi delivered an 
absolutely ditsy Clorinda, sail¬ 
ing off to a high F while danc¬ 
ing on point. Alan Titus was a 
lasciviously delicious Dandini. 
Rockwell Blake’s strange but 
wonderful tenor voice soared 
through Prince Ramiro’s music 
with power in the higher regis¬ 
ters but as usual, tended to get 
bottled up in some of the faster 
passages. 

Despite a case of laryngitis, 
Susanne Marsee turned in a 
strong performance as every¬ 
one’s favorite char-girl. Her 
coloratura technique was solid 
and her characterization as 
charming as ever. The show 
was a hit with the audience. 

Apples, Oranges 
and Prunes 

Snow White, of course, gets 
the apples. Several members of 
the New York press could use a 
few prunes to help them relax 
and enjoy City Opera’s pro¬ 
duction of LOVE FOR THREE 
ORANGES, which was bor¬ 
rowed from the San Diego 
Opera. Tito Capobianco’s stag¬ 
ing is a total assault on the 
eyes: an attempt to pull off as 
many visual tricks as possible to 
keep the action moving and 
entertain the audience. This 
time around the production ran 
smoother than it did in San 
Diego. David Hall’s acrobatics 
were matched by John Lank- 
ston, who descended from the 
flies on a rope and then flew 
back and forth across the stage. 
Joseph Evans’ pouting prince 
was a delight, as was Irwin 
Densen’s outrageous ten-foot- 
tall drag version of the cook 
with the lethal ladle and a heart 
of gold. Diane Curry camped it 
up all over the New York State 
Theatre as Fata Morgana, the 
evil witch. It was obvious to all 
they were having a grand old 
time letting loose among them¬ 
selves. 

Complaints surfaced that the 
production was overly childish, 
lacked any sophistication, and 
was an insult to the intelligence 
of the New York audience. 
Stick it, boys! I brought some¬ 
one to the show who is as inno¬ 
cent, childlike, and empty- 
headed as they come. The fact 
that he was able to enjoy an 
afternoon and not have any 
problems with Prokofiev’s 
score is sufficient evidence to 
me that Capobianco is doing 
something right.

Fain; Tales as Comic Opera 


Comic opera serves a simple 
purpose: to entertain its audi¬ 
ence and make people laugh. 
In its various forms it can be 
taken to extremes of stylization 
ranging from the classic buffo 
tradition to the sexually bizarre 
innuendos of Grimm’s fairy 
tales. In order to loosen up the 
audience, the singers must pos¬ 
sess the kind of vocal agility 
which allows them to romp 
around the stage while negoti¬ 
ating some hair-raising music. 
The ultimate aim is to play to 
the folks in the house. Laugh¬ 
ter (lest we forget) is the name 


of the game. 

Goodness 

Triumphant 

Well, virtue does have its 
place in the world after all. The 
age-old fairy tale of Cinderella 
appears in more than 200 cul¬ 
tures in one form or another. 
Rossini took it up with a bubbly 
vengeance and (in what may 
have been a case of comic 
rabies) spewed out LA CEN- 
ERENTOLA in an intoxicating 
froth.

From the Ridiculous 
to the Sublime 

Comic theater demands ac¬ 
tion, invention, and a sense of 
spontaneity. Perhaps the most 
bizarre, delightful, and exquis¬ 
ite evening of comic opera I 
have enjoyed came with Spring 
Opera Theatre’s production of 
TRANSFORMATIONS. Con¬ 
rad Susa’s opera (based on 
Anne Sexton’s poems) exam¬ 
ines the standard fairy tales 
from the viewpoint of a highly 
stoned Jungian wacko. That 
the evening works as well as it 
does is a tribute to Susa’s wide 
and colorful range of writing 
styles, his deft orchestrations, 
and the talented cast. 

There is no way to describe 
TRANSFORMATIONS in print 
that can do the work justice. It 
is experiential opera, a kind of 
space-age entertainment which 
uses vibraphones and other in¬ 
struments in a markedly differ¬ 
ent scoring from the traditional 
repertoire. Yet it is as accessible 
to today’s audience as Verdi’s 
works were to the operaqoers 
of his day. Moreover, TRANS¬ 
FORMATIONS is a thoroughly 
enjoyable evening in the 
theater. 

Thomas Munn designed a 
pop art production which 
added an extra touch of fantasy 
and ridiculousness to the pro¬ 
ceedings. The strong cast was 
headed by Roberta Alexander 
as the Witch and storyteller, 


Anne Sexton. Ms. Alexander is 
a handsome black soprano 
with a dynamite voice and 
stage presence. She can expect 
to go places. Pam South was a 
riot as the dizzy virginal Prin¬ 
cess. Robert Tate and John 
Duykers added to the fun in 
various guises. The cast is due 
to record the work soon, a 
healthy sign of the evening’s 
artistic success. 

TRANSFORMATIONS fas¬ 
cinates me. It is at once comic, 
evil, sardonic, and entertain¬ 
ing. Its music is accessible to 
new audiences, and the opera 
can be staged under relatively 
cheap circumstances. Susa’s 
work is a vital sign that opera 
has firmly entrenched itself in 
the sounds of the 20th century. 
TRANSFORMATIONS whets 
the appetite for his new opera, 
THE LIFE AND LOVES OF 
LOLA MONTEZ which is to be 
premiered by the Houston 
Grand Opera. I can hardly 
wait!!

SION. This film by Joe Davian 
has a prison sequence that 
made me feel it was construct¬ 
ed out of old loops, regurgitat¬ 
ed for one more use.

This film has an 
amazing collection of mascu¬ 
line and sexual men to offer. 
Foremost, perhaps, is Jason 
McBride, who turns his single 
appearance into a memorable 
event. His impressive cock and 
fervent manner are a joy to be¬ 
hold. Even more impressive 
are the two men who arrive at 
Jack’s house for a day of play. 
Jack is called to the construc¬ 
tion site of a building, and after 
a three-way with his friends, 
leaves them to themselves.
